The x-factor 


Xavier in 
the deep 
end to 
inspire 
swimmers

CHAMPION international 
swimmer Xavier 

Mohammed was back in 
Woolwich last week at the 
pool where he earned his 
first merit badges to sew 
on his swimming trunks 
at just seven years of age. 

Xavier, now 20, was over 
from the Arizona State 
University, where he is on a 
scholarship from Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, the charity 
that helps young people’s 
sporting dreams come true by 
providing bursaries to help 
develop their talents. 

Xavier is an ambassador for 
Starting Blocks and he visited 
the Waterfront Leisure Centre 
to meet local swimmers 
trustees from the charity. 

The Olympic hopeful 
specialises in the 200m 
backstroke, 200m individual 
medley and 400m individual 
medley, and has been ranked 
second in the UK. He was 
back in the country to 
compete in the national 
championships in Sheffield in 
readiness for the 
Commonwealth Games. 

“I didn’t do as well as I had 
expected because I was a bit 
jet-lagged,” he said. “But this 
is not an excuse, and I was 
disappointed. But I’m 
determined to make the

Commonwealth Games team 
again, and I’m coming back 
again in August for the 
British national trials at 
Sunderland. After that I hope 
to be able to compete in all my 
three events in the 2012 
Olympics.” 

With him were his mum, 
Livia, who lives in Charlton, 
and his sister Arianna, aged 
seven. Both Arianna and her 
brother, four-year-old Aidan, 
are keen swimmers, and went 
up to the national 
championships, along with 
their dad Sean. 

“I will be with him when he 
competes and I really hope he 
will go on to become one of the 
greats in swimming,” said 
Livia. “Am I his biggest fan? 
Well, I guess I am.” 


Xavier trains nine times a 
week in the Arizona university 
pool, fitting it around his 
studies as a second-year 
economics student. 

“I also exercise every day in 
the gym doing weights and 
running, with my new trainer 
Dorsey Walker, who joined me 
six months ago,” he said. 

“The best thing for me now is 
living in a country with hot 
weather and being able to 
swim outdoors every day. I’ll 
eat anything so long as it’s not 
greasy, which is not easy if 
you live in America. I also cook 
for myself, mainly pasta and 
meat dishes. 

“I don’t see myself as a 
celebrity at all, just a 
swimmer. I am fairly well- 
known in competitive 


swimming, but nothing like 
double gold medallist Rebecca 
Adlington, who I know quite 
well. 

“Working as an ambassador 
for Starting Blocks means I 
attend functions and meet and 
greet people involved in sport. 
The scholarship helps pay for 
my swimming and to study. I 
received £1,000 from the 
charity, and this paid for my 
flight and hotel to come back 
here and compete. I’ve done 
several photo-shoots, as well 
as take part in a 2012 
promotional video.” 

Xavier won silver at the 
World Youth games in 2006 
and took gold, silver and 
bronze at the European Junior 
Championships in 2008. Now 
for 2012!

the middle of the Thames 
Gateway, one of Europe’s 
biggest regeneration areas. 
This, coupled with the 
advantages that the 2012 
Olympic Games brings to 
Greenwich, have cushioned 
us from the worst ravages 
of the recession. 

Currently, over £17 
million pounds worth of 
business has been placed 
in Greenwich as a direct 
result of the Olympics - 
and we can expect to see 
the figure grow 
substantially in the next 
two years as more of the 
smaller contracts are 
awarded as opposed to the 
gigantic construction work 


by the multi-nationals that 
has taken place so far. 

I have recently spoken to 
a large format digital print 
company that has enjoyed 
its best month ever in 
March, 2010, and a 
construction logistics 
company that is about to 
invest seriously in new 
warehousing facilities on 
what is currently 
industrial wasteland. 
These organisations are 
not alone - many of our 
members are feeling far 
more secure and 
anticipating growth or at 
least stability in the 
coming year. 

There are doubtless more 
tough times to come with 
public spending cuts 


inevitable, regardless of 
the outcome of the 
election, and it is possible 
that unemployment 
figures may have to grow 
before they can start to 
shrink again. The 
important thing is that the 
SMEs who employ a vast 
number of local residents 
are surviving and will 
hopefully be in a position 
to grow and start to 
positively affect the future 
for job-seekers. 

So we’ve survived the 
winter, we’re enjoying 
spring and let’s hope that 
the next stop is a long, 
warm summer

Letter from the editor of the News Shopper 


REPLY FROM THE EDITOR OF GT 


HOW can Greenwich 
Time possibly justify 
its existence? It strays 
ever further 
from the truth. 

The latest case 
in point is the 
frankly 
ludicrous 
report of the 
debate to decide on the 
application to hold 
Olympic equestrian events 
at Greenwich Park, which 
took place at Woolwich 
Town Hall on Tuesday, 
March 23. My reporter, 
Mark Chandler, was at the 
meeting but, having read 
your report, it seems he 
may have made some 
mistakes in his reporting 
of this highly 
controversial decision. 

For a start, by his 
reckoning, there were 300 
protesters at the meeting. 
This was not mentioned in 
Peter Cordwell’s report. He 
also believed the campaign 
group No to Greenwich 
Olympic Equestrian 
Events ( Nogoe) submitted 


a petition against the 
event, signed by 13,500 
people. This was 
not mentioned in 
Peter Cordwell’s 
report. He also 
understood there to 
be a threat of legal 
action from Nogoe 
over Greenwich Council’s 
right to make this decision. 
This was not mentioned in 
Peter Cordwell’s report. 

It was Mark’s 
understanding that 30 
presentations, most of 
them opposed to this plan, 
were made at the meeting. 
This was not mentioned in 
Peter Cordwell’s report. 
Mark also believes he 
heard Lord Coe barracked 
during his speech and saw 
him hounded by several 
people as he left. This was 
not mentioned in Peter 
Cordwell’s report. 

Mark tells me several 
people expressed their 
concerns at the level of 
detail in the application 
and about the potential for 
long term damage to the 


park. This was not 
mentioned in Peter 
Cordwell’s report. 

His expenses sheet 
indicates the meeting 
lasted an unprecedented 
five hours. This was not 
mentioned in Peter 
Cordwell’s report. 
Naturally, given the very 
different nature of News 
Shopper’s article and the 
report which appeared in 
Greenwich Time, I had 
some concerns about the 
accuracy of our piece. But 
a quick glance at the 
Greenwich Mercury’s 
report of the same meeting 
confirmed all of the points 
made above. This is either 
some kind of mistake on 
one of our parts or it is the 
most chilling example of 
state-run propaganda yet 
to appear in your paper, a 
paper that costs taxpayers 
more than £600,000 of their 
money every year to 
produce. So Greenwich 
Time, which is it?

GREENWICH Council 
supports the need for a 
vibrant local press. We 
believe it plays a vital 
role by scrutinising 
councils. Council 
publications have an 
important function that 
newspapers do not - 
telling residents about 
the 800 services we offer. 
Residents have a right to 
know how we spend their 
council tax. Greenwich 
Time helps the council to 
do this. 

GT is the only paper to 
cover the whole of 
Greenwich. It ensures 
residents have equal 
access to our 
information. 

In the past both the 
Mercury and the Shopper 
delivered GT with their 
paper, but we received 
lots of complaints from 
residents who lived in 
areas not covered by 


either paper. 

Our stand alone paper 
overcomes this issue. It 
also carries details of 
social housing available 
for rent. This can help to 
speed up letting times 
and save taxpayers 
money through increased 
revenue. 

The net costs of GT have 
fallen from 22p per copy 
as a fortnighly 
publication to just 5p as a 
weekly one due to 
increased advertising 
revenue. In budgetary 
terms a weekly paper is a 
“no brainer”. We hope to 
be able to announce even 
lower production costs in 
the near future. 

In respect of our coverage 
of the Planning Board, 
anyone who attended the 
meeting would have seen 
that far from all the 300 
attendees were against 
the application. Many 


local residents spoke out 
in favour of the plans, or 
cheered other speakers 
such as Lord Coe. In total 
there were 17 speakers in 
favour of the plans and 17 
against. 

Many planning meetings 
have gone on for longer 
than five hours. Your 
reporters don’t attend all 
council meetings and so 
may not be aware of this. 
We have printed many 
letters from opponents of 
the equestrian events. 

We want to continue 
working with the 
Shopper in areas where 
we have a joint interest. 
Our successful campaign 
to secure a Crossrail 
station in Woolwich bears 
testament to what we can 
achieve when we work 
together for local 
residents.

CTC course just the job for electricians

THIRTY people who never 
get their wires crossed 
have been presented with 
certificates for passing 
City and Guilds electrical 
courses at the CTC 
Training Centre at Parry 
Place in Woolwich. 

The graduates received 
them at a special ceremony 
at the college on Tuesday, 
March 30. The event was 
attended by both their 
families as well as local 
electrical companies. 

“We invited electrical 


companies because they 
might be able to give 
apprenticeships to some of 
our students,” said centre 
director Cyril Emuh. “Over 
the years we have offered 
different courses, and this 
one is designed particularly 
to help people get jobs 
locally. 

“We are now looking to 
work with more young people 
to prepare them for 
apprenticeships. A new 
beginners’ group has just 
started, and most of the 
people on it are unemployed.” 

The 26-week electrical 
engineers courses started two 
years ago, working closely 
with Greenwich Community 


College. Since then more 
than 100 students have 
qualified, with pass rates 
averaging between 80 and 90 
per cent. 

At the presentation, some of 
the students spoke of the 
difference the training had 
made to them. Wayne Nelson, 
who wanted a career change 
after working as a cab driver, 
said receiving his certificate 
had been a triumphant 
moment for him. 

“If you don’t have an 
education, this piece of paper 
speaks for you and says it all. 
It’s the happiest day of my 
life,” he said. 

The graduates were told: 
“This course has built up 


people’s confidence, which is 
really important. The 
achievement is much more 
than just a piece of paper. We 
will always need electricians, 
which means we will always 
have to train people. But you 
have done it and this is your 
day.”

N ew research has 
revealed that, after the 
understandable flurry 
in the first eight weeks of 
motherhood, the period 
when first -time mums have 
the most questions about 
their babies’ development 
can be pin-pointed to five 
months and one week 1 after 
they have given birth. 


However, advice and support is available at 
this time from child health clinics, general 
practice and Sure Start Children's Centres. 
Kayleigh Pilkngton, a new first time mum of 
Logan-Rhys, now six months, says; 
“Everyone is so excited about the baby at 
first, but five months in when you’ve got 
more questions than ever because they're 
doing all these new things, interest in you 
and the baby really dies down. That’s when 
I started to feel anxious - it was all on my 
shoulders and I just wasn't sure if I was 
doing it right." 


This crucial period is when visits from 
friends and family naturaNy decline, 
leaving mums to make decisions on 
their own, and at risk of feeling 
isolated and anxious. 

Mums had the most new questions at 
this time around weaning (81%), 
sleeping (42%) and safety in the home 
(22%). The survey was undertaken to 
help with the development of NHS 
Baby LifeCheck by the Department of 
Health. NHS Baby LifeCheck 
(www.babylifecheck.co.uk) is a free 
online questionnaire to help new 
mums and dads keep their babies 
healthy, happy and safe.

’Between 3 and 12 months of a baby's life, 
mums are on average most likely to feel 
anxious and isolated at 5.2 months. 

More than half (54%) of new mums hear 
from family once a week after their baby is 
bom, but this drops to only a quarter (25%) 
five months in. 

While grandparents, aunts and uncles may 
offer to help with babysitting and bedtime 
up to three or four times a week (65%) in 
the first month post birth, by five to eight 
months they only offer once a week or 
less (63%). 


One London Health Visitor said: 
“Parents are given essential support 
and advice in the first few months of 
their baby’s life. But the next stage is 
also a key time in their child’s 
development and can be a difficult 
time especially for first time parents. 
It is Important that information and 
advice is easily accessible, which is 
why NHS Baby LifeCheck was 
developed. 

“It particularly focuses on providing 
support for parents of five to eight 
month old babies between scheduled 
visits from health professionals and it 
Is a key time in their development. By 
guiding parents through some simple 
questions, we can then offer advice 
and reassurance on making the best 
decisions for their child without being 
judgemental." 

Created In consultation with parents, 
www.babyfifecheck.co.uk recognises 
that being the mum or dad of a young 
baby can sometimes be a challenge. 

It is an easy to use, online service 
covering topics Including: 
development, talking and playing, 
feeding, healthy teeth, safety, sleep

Our 
prospects are looking really 
good.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website:

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, 
you can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing 
office, library or UK Online centre.

Laban-tastic 


Dancing the 
night away 

THERE are three top choreographers 
coming to Laban next month. And proving 
that a start has an end, is Endings, the 
party piece when the Transitions dance 
company lays on the show from May 5-7. 
Choreographer Angela Woodhouse joins 
the troupe fresh from developing two 
commissions for the Royal Opera House. 

In Endings the dance specialist’s goal is to 
articulate highly charged atmospheres - 
quiet and powerful, minimal yet intense. 
And with the performance she returns to 
the more traditional theatre environment, 
exploring the no-mans-land between 
private and public space. Performed to the 
theatre on Creekside’s backdrop of 
ambient sound, Woodhouse hopes that the 
audience will become aware of the sound 
of breath and touch, movement and 
stillness. And on the same bill is New 
Zealand born classically trained dancer 
and choreographer Cameron McMillan, 
who has created work for the Royal New 
Zealand Ballet among other high profile 
dance companies. 

He brings his passion for physical and 
resonant dance to Blind Action - the new 
piece which is set to to Cube - an 
ensemble percussion score performed 
on three-metre cubes of scaffolding, 
and instruments including tom- 
toms, hubcaps, and metal 
plates. Cameron takes the 
idea of restricted structure, 
and 

applies it 
to the physical 
development of the 
piece and explored related 
themes - stereotypes, 
conformity and life on 
display. The result is a the 
physical piece of dance, matched with the 
dynamic rhythms of the intoxicating score. 
Third up at the breathless shindig is Laban 
trained choreographer Colin Poole, known 
for his residencies at the Royal Opera 
House and The Place, who returns to work 
with Transitions on ...No.. No. It features a 
collaboration between Poole and 
composer Angus Finlayson, a student at 
Laban’s sister college, Trinity College of 
Music. 

The resulting sound score evokes mixed 
1 feelings of safety and edginess. 

Similarly the choreography explores 
edges, the margins between 
sensuality and sexuality. Energetic 
movement combined with costume 
changes creates ambivalent 
exchanges between the 
performers, blurring 
tenderness with aggression, 

L creating an ever shifting, 

\ unpredictable world.

PERHAPS in 
years to come 

L Damon Albarn 

will get the 
credit he 
deserves. 

Because right now he doesn’t. 
Granted, he’s a multi 
millionaire, sold gazillions of 
records across numerous 
musical incarnations and had 
a career spanning 20 years 
and as many genres. 

But somehow he’s never been 
spoken about in the same 
breath as Britain’s other 
musical treasures. And why is 
that? He’s been as 
experimental as Bowie, more 
prolific than Lennon and has 
been getting one over on Oasis 
since 1997. He’s even done an 
opera ( Monkey Journey To 
The West) and spearheaded 
the most forward thinking 
music in recent history by 
creating the virtual band. 
Perhaps it was his ill advised - 
if short lived - foray into 
mockney lad-dom that he has 
never been able to shake. Or is 
it simply that he hasn’t had a 
self-destructive, drug-addled 
mentality to make the media 
hold him aloft as a tortured 
genius? 

Plastic Beach is the third 
offering from Albarn’s 
cartoon creation Gorillaz, and 
continues the theme of high 
profile collaborations. This 
time he’s roped in Snoop 
Dogg, Mos Def, De La Soul and 
half of the Clash to name but 
a few. 

While Snoop’s contribution 
strays little from his own 
lackadaisical output, De La 
Soul’s cameo on Superfast 
Jellyfish is more than a match 



for lead single, Stylo, the first 
of two offerings from Bobby 
Womack - apparently saved 
from a diabetic coma by a 
banana in a bizarre footnote 
to the recording, and rapper 
Mos Def. 

Empire Ants is all about 
Albarn’s vocal, channelling 
one of his most heartfelt 
deliveries which recalls 13 era 
Blur and No Distance Left To 
Run, before the building into a 
widescreen duel with Swedish 
electro outfit Little Dragon. 
Production is flawless across 
the board, summoning all the 
best elements of 1980s studio 
work (synths/drum 
machines), whilst discarding 


the horrible reverbs and crass 
drum sounds that we’d all like 
to scour from the memory of 
the decade. 

Fall oddball and Mancunian 
eccentric Mark E. Smith 
makes an appearance on 
Glitter Freeze, which in truth 
it’s not one of the album’s 
high points, but his - albeit 
brief - monotone delivery set 
against staccato beats is a 
signpost to what he might 
produce should he choose to 
ditch his band. Again. 

Largely an album free of 
conventional instruments, PB 
does suffer from stylistic 
inflexibility on Lou Reed’s 
star turn, Some Kind Of 


Nature, where the processed 
drums grate against soulful 
voice and piano intro, and 
would surely have sat in the 
mix more comfortably with a 
live sticksman behind the kit. 
With all the high profile egos 
on the record, it’s ironic then 
that two of the albums most 
affecting tracks feature 
Albarn without the help of his 
famous friends. Melancholy 
Hill has the wistful music and 
vocal deserving of its title, 
and even the A’ Ha style piano 
tinkling becomes integral to 
one of PB’s standout songs. 
Broken follows, bookending 
the two songs as part one and 
two of the same act. 

Mos Def ’s second offering 
Sweepstakes is a little weak - 
more a big band interlude 
with some bleeping noises 
over the top, but the album is 
pulled out of its mini-malaise 
by half of the Clash on title 
track, Plastic Beach. 

Messrs Simonon and Jones 
succeed in gelling old and new 
sublimely, and To Binge is 
also strong, Little Dragon’s 
second offering blending and 
bending genres - twangy 50s 
guitars against a plinky top 
line. 

Albarn saves the best til last 
and in doing so rejuvenates 
the long limelight-less Bobby 
Womack on Cloud Of 
Unknowing, before the heavy 
hitting outro Pirate Jet that 
recalls some of the Blur man’s 
circus interludes from the 90s. 
As for the ringleader himself, 
he never went away, and just 
seems to get better with age.

y daughter. Only five people saw 
this disjointed and totally 
contrived sequel to the rather good, first 
Nanny McPhee, but they would probably 
agree. Sequels are rarely a good idea and 
this Nanny McPhee is no exception. 

The plot, such as it is, centres on Mrs 
Green (Maggie Gyllenhaal) whose 
delicately balanced life managing three 
young children, a fulltime job in the local 
grocery shop and a farm (her husband - a 
brief cameo from Ewan McGregor) is 
tipped into chaos and confusion by the 
arrival of her sister’s two spoilt children, 
down from London to avoid the WW2 
bombs. Enter Nanny McPhee (Emma 
Thompson) uninvited, but bizarrely 
welcomed, to bring orderto the household 
with hersimple philosophy of discipline, 
kindness and of course, magic.
